BR IT ORDAINED by the Board 
of Goimell of the City of Paris in 
regular meeting assembled in the 

City Hall in Paris, Ky., on Thursday 
night, May 26th, 1921, that pursuant 
to the resolution heretofore adopted 
by the Board of Council on May 22, 
1919, at to Tenth Street, and the 
resolution of February 26th, 1920, 
as to Main Street, and both of 
which resolutions were published 
as required by law, the following de 
scribed streets and parts of streets 
in the City of Paris be improved by 
the original construction of the road 
ways thereof with virtrified brick, 
asphalt, bitulithic, wood blocks, rock 
asphalt, concrete pavin«r or other 
type of paTelt streets, and by the 
constmction of curba and gutters on 
both sides thereof except where the 
same is already constructed hi con 
formity with the plans and specifi- 
cations for the proposed work, to- 
wit: Tenth Street from East mar- 
gin of Main Street to Westmargin 
of Pleasant Street and Main Street 
from Bank Row to the bridge over 
Stoner Creek. 

2. That said improvements shall 
be made according to plans and 

ecifications horetoforo adopted by 
M.e.Boaid of ComMB of too City of 
Paris. 

3. That the cost of improving said 
road ways shall be paid as follows, 
to-wit: one-third of the total cost 
thereof including the cost of the h»> 
provement of the intersection with 
other public ways including one-half 
of the width of the street being im- 
proved opposite other streets or al- 
leys which run into but do not cross 
ihe street or alley so being improv- 
ed, and all of that portion of any 
street abutting upon property be- 
longins to the City, and all the cost 
of in Inqprovomonts where the abut- 
ting owner is a public school, ceme- 
tery, comity. State or United States, 
shall bo paid by the City of Paris 
out of the general fund; and the re- 
maining two-thirds of said cost and 
the cost of all curbing and guttering 
shall be made as the exclusive cost 
of the owners of real estate abutting 
on such improvements, to be ap- 
portioned among and assessed upon 
the lots or parcels of real estate 
abutting feet, and a tax shall be 
levied upon such lots or parcels of 
real estate for the payment of the 
costs assessed thereon, which tax 
shall be due and payable at the City 
Treasurer's office upon the comple- 
tion of the work and acceptance 
thereof by the Board of Council 
provided, however, that the portion 
mj[ieowd against the abutting prop- 
erty may be paid on the ten year 
payment plan as provided by law. 

4. ^jgy f« yh ta x which is not 
paid wiCoiB thirty days sftttr tos' 
same becomes due and payahlo, un- 
less the property owners shall have 
exercised their option to pay for 
same on the ten year payment plan, 
as above provided shall have added 
thereo a penalty of ten per centum 
of the amount of the tax, and there 
shall be a lien upon such lot or par- 
cel of real estate for the part of the 
cost of said improvement so assessed 
thereon, and the same shall bear 
interest at the rate of six per centum 
per annum from the tiBi^ 9^ the 
assessment until paid. 

5. This ordinance shall have two 
readings before the Board of Coun- 
cil, and ten days shall intervene be- 
tween the first and seeond readings. 
Upon the final adoption of this or- 
dinance tho iaq^vement cononifttoo 
is directed to advertise for bids for 
two consecutive weeks in the Bour- 
bon News snd Kentncldan^ditizen, 
newspapers published in Bourbon 
County, Kentucky, being the official 
pubUeatioiis of the Ci^ of Paris for 
the eonstmetioa of said streets, out 
of each of too wmkMMm m hoMhi 
provided. 

Bids for said work shall be re- 
ceived in open council on the 14th 
day of July 1921, at 8:00 o'clock p. 
m. and said work shall be let to the 
lowest and best bidder. 

6. All bids shall be in writing and 
under seal upon blanks furnished by 
the City Engineer, and addrened to 
J. W. Hayden, Clerk of tfio City of 
Paris. Each bidder must accoopony 
his bid with a certified chedt poy- 
able to'C. K. Thomas, City Treasurer, 
for an aaMvnt equal to 10 per cent 
of the aBSMml of his bid, «r by Ud- 
der's bond m toe sum of Two Thou- 
sand Dollars, conditioned that such 
bidder, if awarded the eontraeft^ will 
enter into a written contraet and 
execute a good and sufficient bond 
conditioned for the faithful p^onn- 
ance of sud contract, witiun ttfteen 
days aftor too apird flMio.

a prospect May 1, 1921, for 7,851,- 
000 bushels, according to the June 

crop report issued by the U. S. Bu- 
reau of Crop Estimates in co-opera- 
tion with State Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture W. C. Hanna. The condi- 
tion of the State's wheat crop drop- 
ped from 93 per cent, and the final 
yield turned out 5,610,000 bushels, 
while the 5-year average, 1915-19 
inclusive, was 9,878,000 bushels 
which included the increased war 
acreage. 

Oats are doing faiiiy well in moat 
oountiflB, on M flsad acreage. Hie 
condition itwt i«r eaft. of nomial 
and the »i^MtB about S46,500, indl. 
eating a mmuitkiM^ of about 7,859,- 
000 bnataen, comparoA to 8,225,000 
bushels produced last year from 350»« 
000 acres which diowed a condition 
of 90 per cent. June 1, 1920. 

Rye condition is 91 per cent, of 
rc! mal. With about 38,000 acres In 
the State to be harvested for grain 
thifs, indicates a production of about 
4 84,000 bushels, compared to 480,- 
C , 0 bushels produced last year. 

Barley acreage in Kentucky this 
year is about 10 per cent, more than 
in 4tte clUc^ to Aecreaaed 

burley tobaeoo amagi, Hoat of the 
hrrley in Kentucky la grown la the 
central Blue Oroaa oonntlflB. Oondl- 
tion of barley is 94 per cent, of nor- 
mal, indicating a production of about

Fanners in many counties reiwrt 
their meadows are late and very 
weedy, and much of the young clover 
T^s danagod by the late freeaea.

creased tobacco acreage. Alfalfa 
condition is 8 per cent. The acre- 
age is about 4 per cent, more than 
19 20. Pasture in most sections av- 
erages fair. Plowing, corn planting 
and tobacco setting still being done. 

Apple prospects are very ijoor in 
most sections, the average being 
about 18 per cent, of a crop. Peaches 
and pears are about 8 per cent, of a 
crop. Truck crops are growing well 
now, but melons were aeverely 
checked by cold weatbar late in May. 
Blacbberrtea promiae a good crap In 
BMiat parte of the State. 

The flrat report on tobaaea will be 
nmde early in July.
